t^ncipal and seven others. 
Miss Hodgson continues her instruction in Nature Study and various 
kinds of manual training, among which may be mentioned modelling in 
cardboard, leather-work, wood-work and needle-work. 

Mdlle Mottu teaches French. The students are taken in this subject 
for a fortnight or a month at a time, according to their previous knowledge 
of the language, during which period they devote several hours a day to 
French history and literature, besides receiving lessons on the Gouin method. 

Fraiilein Diez teaches German and Italian on the Gouin system, and 
also the method of giving lessons on the Piano which Mrs. Curwen has 
invented, and Vocal Music by the tonic-sol-fa. 

Miss Margaret Sumner, a pupil of Albert Moore, R.A., teaches Drawing 
and Painting, paying special attention to method, all work being done 
from the round. 

Miss Stirling gives lessons in Physiology and Swedish Drill ; and lectures 
in Hygiene are given by Dr. A. Johnston and Dr. G. Johnstone (County 
Council lecturer). 

Sergeant Thomas gives a course in Gymnastics, with dumb-bells and 
Indian clubs. These exercises can be performed in a private house where 
there is no gymnasium. 

Lessons in Mathematics have been given by Miss Armitt ; and Miss 
Kitching has given instruction in Latin. 

Psychology and Practical Education have been taught by the Principal-

Passing from the students’ lecture room to their practising school I 
witnessed seven lessons in practical teaching given to children of ages 
which varied from six to about sixteen years. These lessons showed that 
the students both grasped the principles of instruction which they had 
heard in the lecture room and were able to carry them out in practice. 

The subjects of the lessons which I heard were Latin and German, 
Natural History (the Kingfisher), Circulation of the Blood, Euclid, a 
Story Lesson and Paper Folding. 

The life which is led in the House of Education is thoroughly well 
adapted for the purpose of training teachers who intend to take up the 
work of tuition in families. It is of extreme importance that a child’s 
introduction to each branch of study should be commenced on sound 
methods. The foundation being rightly laid, it is far easier to carry out 
the superstructure in a satisfactory manner. Sound principles are being 
studied, sensible methods are being pursued, and theoretical considerations 
are tested by frequent application in the practising school. I notice con- 
tinuous improvement from year to year. There is more purpose and more 
decision in the teaching.

observations in the character of a foster-parent will turn with pleased 
interest to the present volume. 1'he book is about the Debatable Land 
which is “ the whole of the area between the limits of the public schools 
(if indeed these limits are really definable) and elementary schools doing 
elementary work The problem before the English people at present is 
the occupation and regulation of this anarchic territory/’ The author has- 
many things to say about the Science and Art Department and all its works 
about clerical domination, about competitive examinations and about other 
vexed questions, and what he has to say is well worth the consideration of 
parents, teachers, managers and whosoever is concerned with education. 
The most charming chapter, which is indeed a key to the whole question, 
is entitled “An Ideal Teacher,” and is a sketch of the work of William. 
Johnson, who gave twenty-seven years of his life to the valiant fulfilling 
of all the possibilities which an assistant-mastership at Eton offers. It 
was a masterly thing in Mr. Tarver to strike the note of heroic school- 
mastering in the midst of a discussion of those burning questions which 
are about and about education, but which, in the presence of a born 
teacher, we cannot recognise as touching education at all. The mind of 
the country is uneasy on this subject of education.

Upharsin is being inscribed now upon our system of elementary education, 
now upon that of public schools, now upon that of the anarchic Debatable 
Land. We hope a simple, true, great conception of the meaning of 
education will dawn at some early day alike upon legislators, parents and 
professional teachers. Mr. Tarver’s book should help in this direction.
